VACANT SENATE SEAT 


Senator (sham G. Harris of Ten- 


nessee Passes Away. 


IDENTIFIED WITH WAR HISTORY. 


Congressional Career 
Began 


Half a Century Ago* 


Washington, July 9.—Senator Ishain 


O. Harris of Tennessee died at his resi- 
dence here a few minutes before 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The senator had 
been growing constantly weaker fot 
several days past, the intense summei 
heat which has' prevailed greatly de- 
bilitatlng him and no doubt hastening 
Ills end. There were times when he 
would rally slightly, which gave his 
family hopes that he would be able to re- 
gain strength sufficient to be removed 
from the city, but his vitality had be. 
come too much exhausted to withstand 
the strain. During the afternoon ha 
sank rapidly and passed away peace- 
fully. Among those present at his bed- 
side when death came were one of his 
eons, Edward K. Harris, and Represen- 
(tative Benton McMillln of Tennessee. 


Senator Harris was last in the senate 


chamber about 10 days ago, but h« was 
unable to stay for any length of time 
end had to be taken home in a carriage 
During the past six months the sena/toi 
had been able to attend to his dutiei 
only at intervals, having been awa> 
from the city several times endeavoring 
to rtcuperate. 


eEKATOR HAKBHL 


Probably no man in public life had 


bee 
identified with more of the history 


of thlls uountry than had Senator Harris 
He had almost completed his 79th year, 
having been born in February, 1818, and 
first became a m-ember of congress in 
1849. His congressional career thus be- 
gan earlier than that of any member ol 
either house, ante-dating Senators Mor- 
rill and Sherman hy seven years, and 
Hon. Galusha A. Grow, now a member 
of the house from Pennsylvania, by onfl 
iyear. Mr. Harris had, when he was 
elected to the national house of repre- 


vsf-ntatlves, already become a man ol 
state reputation tn Tennessee, having 
previously served as a presidential 
elector of the Democratic ticket, and two 
before been elected a member of the leg- 
islature of the state. 


Mr. Harris represented the 
Ninth 


Tennessee district In congress for two 
terms, ending in 1853, when he declined 
!a renomination. He then moved 
to 


Memphis, where he had since resided. 
Here he was engaged In the practice ol 


tlaw until -1S57, with the interruption 
necessary to allow him to become a presi- 
dential elector in 1656 
He was three 


times in succession before the war be> 
ginning in 1857, elected governor of his 
etate, and was serving In that capacity 
when the war broke out. 
He took a 


pronounced stand for the Southern Con- 
federacy, and was known as one of the 
Southern war governors. The vicissi- 
tudes of conflict rendered a frequent 
'change of residence necessary, and ha 
was often with the army in the field. 
He attached himself at different times 
to" the staffs of General Albert Sidney 
Johnston, Joseph S3. Johnston, Beaure- 
guard and Bragg. Albert Sidney Jolhns- 
ton fell from his horse into Senatoi 
Harris' arms when he received his death 
•wound. After 
Lee's 
surrender 
Mr. 


Harris was one of a small party of po- 
litical refugees who escaped to Mexico, 
going across country on horseback. 


Parson Brownlow, who had become 


the military governor of Tennessee, of- 
fered a large reward In a character!- 
cally worded posterfor the capture of his 
predecessor, but the latter remained 
absent from the country until his re- 
turn was safe. He remained in Mexico 
for several months, going thence to Eng- 
land, where he remained until 1867, when 
he returned to Memphis and resumed 
his practice of the law. 
Mr. Harris was 


allowed to follow the pursuits of th« 
private citizens until 1877, when he was 
elected to the United States senate, de- 
feaMng Hon. L. L. Aawkins, Republican. 
He had remained a member of the sen- 
ate ever since, and would have com- 
pleted his 2»th consecutive year in that 
body on the 4th of next Inarch if be had 
lived to that date. He had been four 
times elected to the senate, the last time 
In 1895. 


Senator Harris had received almost 


all the honors that the senate could be- 
stow. He was the president pro tempor* 
during the Fifty-third congress, a lead- 
ing member of the committees of finance 
and rules, and also of the Democratic 
advisory or steering committee. 


He had long been awarded by common 


consent the front place on both sides of 
,the chamber in parliamentary ques- 
tions, and in recent yearn he had been 
more frequently heard in expounding 
these questions than in the elucidation 
of other subjects. He was possessed of 
a very positive manner, and never failed 
to throw into his statements concerning 
parliamentary practice the fullest fore* 
of which he was capable. His languae* 
on these and other occasions was gener- 
ally so uncompromising that.he was re- 
garded by those wbo knew him not aa 
a man of little feeling. That, however, 
ivas not true, and that tnotcountry was 
true, none are now BO willing to testify 
as his opponent* In tb* senate, who unit* 


In attrtt&iting to him a warm heart, as 
well as a just spirit and brilliant mini. | 
Senator Harris has not been especially 


active in the senate since the passage of 
*he Wilson-Gorman tariff act In 1894. 
He was one of the three Democratic 
senators intrusted with the arduous 
'duty of putting the bill in shape in com- 
mittee, and to him was delegated the 
control of the parliamentary work of^ 
getting the bill through the senate. 


Although a man of advanced years, 


jhis anergiae neve* seemed to flag. He 
was at his post of duty day and night, 
land no man in tha opposition who sought 
to turn a legislative joint against the 
bill ever caught him napping but once. 
•They adjourned one day earlier than 
he intended when he was temporarily 
absent, but he made the incident so dis- 
agreeable to friend and foe that the ex- 
periment was not-repeated. He was a 
tireless worker, and made it a point to 
be prompt in his attendance at commit- 
tee meetings whenever able to be a* the 
capital. He was punctilious in observ- 
ing the rules of the senate. 


Senator Harris was a native of Ten- 


nessee. His father was a planter, who 
had emigrated to the state from North 
Carolina. He was admitted to the bar 
In 1841. 


The remains will lie in state in the 


marble room of the senate tomorrow 
morning, and during 
the 
afternoon 


funeral services will be held in the sen- 
ate chamber. Accompanied by commit- 
t»es of the senate and house the body 
•will be taken to Memphis, leaving here 
after the senate ceremonies. 


On Monday the remains will lie tn state 


for a few hours at)Nashville. Interment 
•will be in the Elmwood cemetery at 
Memphis.

Sultan Orders His Navy to Be 


Ready, and the Powers 


Ready to Act. 


Constantinople, July 9.—There are im- 


portant developments taking place today 
KI the relations between Turkey and the 
I'owers. It is significant that the Turkish 
Dardanelle's squadron has been ordered to 
raake ready to proceed to the Island of 
Crete and take on board provisions for 
fhreo months. The Sultan also orders all 
i he officers of that squadron to rejoin 
.heir ships within three days. What this 
r.ction means no on seems to know, but it 
seems to show the Sultan to be in a fight- 
ing mood. 


The ambassadors of the Powers have 


been reinstructed by their respective 


governments about the dispatch of an- 
other note to the Turkish government, 
reiterating tueir demand for an explicit 
reply on the Greece-Turkey frontier ques- 
tion. It is thought probable they may 
recommend their governments to recall 
them and organize a naval demonstration, 
pointing out the iutility of sending notes 
which fail to impress the Porte, urging 
that a demonstration is necessary to com- 
pel Turkey to yield, and holding that 
otherwise progress towards the conclus- 
ion of peace cannot be expected. 


The situation is very grave and it looks 


today as if a demonstration is about to be 
made against Constantinople.

Lawyer House, attorney for Mrs. Naok, 


asked for an adjournment and both cases 
went over until Monday when the prison- 
ers will plead to the indictments. Earlier 
in the day Mrs. Nack and Thorn were ar- 
raigned in Jefferson Market police court 
before Magistrate Flammer. 


Assistant District Attorney Eolaskisaid 


as the prisoners had been indicted by the 


grand jury that the police court proceed- 
ings could be dismissed for want of juris- 
diction, and Magistrate Flammer agreed 
to this in Mrs. Nack's case, despite Attor- 
ney Friend's objection that it was sharp 
practice on the prosecution's part to 
bolster up a weak case. 


When Thorn was called he was asked if 


he was represented by counsel. He re- 
plied that he was not and did not care to 
be at present. 
The prosecution then 


asked that the same course be allowed 
with his case as with Mrs. Nacks, but ow-

remanded 


Thorn until Tuesday next, The later 
arraignment in the court of General 
Sessions, however, takes his case out of 
the hands of the police court, 


Inspector O'Brien denied today that 


Thorn had as yet made any con- 
fession 
to the police. He added that 


the search for the missing head would be 
continued.

It has become a matter of 
daily occurenec, whereas a few years since 
a wild deer was a rarity in this region. 


There will be a thinning out of this 


game the coming fall, and 
Vermont 


farmers will be relieved of what has come 
to lie a nuisance. For twenty years, deer 
hunting in the Green Mountain State has 
bivn iorb dden under heavy penalties. 
In that time, they have so increased in 
numbers in the rjountainous regions, that 
the farmers appealed to the legislature 
for such modification of the law as would 
result in the protection of their crops 
from the maraudings of these wild ani- 
mals. The legislature of last year met 
their request by making the month of 
October this year and each succeeding 
year, an 
open 
season 
for 
shoot- 


ing 
throughout the 
state; 
but it 


contains 
some 
well 
considered re- 


strictions. The slaughter is not to be 
•wholesale nor indiscriminate. The act 
provides that only deer with antlers may 
be killed, and that but two may be taken, 
by any one person in the course of a sea- 
son. It prohibits the use of dogs, salt 
lu l;s, jack lights, crusting, and traps, and 
allows one deer and the head and hoofs of 
another to be taken from the state when 
accompanied by the captor. The first 
pi ovision is intended to protect does and 
yi.ang buck. 


A Vermont paper says that there is 


little doubt that the legislation will result 
in abating the nuisance that was com- 
pluinedof and undoubtedly justly, in the 
central and northern sections by making 
the survivors less bold in their wander- 
iijjs, while its strict enforcement willpre- 
rent any possibility of extinction or the 
»reat depletion of numbers.

A Restaurant of the Future and the Bat. 


Hunter IVbo Wtahea to Start It. 


One of the queerest characters in Paris 


is Matterhorn, the toad hunter and bat 
catcher. His favorite hunting ground is 
the great Arcnenil aqueduct, 40 kilometers 
long. This is a regular place of refuge for 
bats, which hung by thousands on the roof 
of thu long tunnel, digging their sharp 
claws into its rough jutting? and looking 
for all the world in the shadows like fes- 
toons of cobwebs. There they arc, in col- 
onies of 40 or 60, cold and still, waiting 
for Matterhorn to come along with his 
lantern and iron box and catch them be- 
tween his ready thumb nud forefinger. 
The bats make slight resistance, being 
drowsy with sleep, and in a night Matter 
liorn often captures 100 ot them or more. 
He sells the bat« to people who eat them, 
some from necessity, soine from choice, 
for those who have tried it avow that the 
flesh of the bat is delicious. It is red and 
somewhat fat, and, fried and served with 
chopped parsley, it is said to equal the 
finest venison in flavor. 


"Why should not one eat tats?" ex- 


claimed Matterhorn. "The IHtleanimal is 
scrupulously clean, ond feeds on nothing 
but insects, which is more than can be 
said of many animals that are eaten with 
a relish. I tell you the bnt is a much ca- 
luminated creature, although the numbet 
of people who rcali?e that Is limited." 


"Then I suppose you sell your bats 


mostly to those who are very poor?'' 


"Yes, mostly. Although there are gour- 


mets who have got beyond popular preju- 
dice and pay me a good price per dozen." 


"But you don't live entirely by, catching 


bats, do you?" 


"Oh, no. I catch all kinds of animals 


that other people do not want. 
You'd be 


surprised to know how many kinds of ani- 
mals there are to catch right here in Paris. 
Why, the city ;s full of rabbits, for In- 
stance." 


"What—wild rabbits?'' 
"Why, cortaii ly. They burrow all over 


the cemeteries. Only lost year two poach- 
ers were caught in thePere la Chaise cem- 
etery, where they were working with 
guns, if you please, there was so much 
game. They should have stuck to snares 
acd the keepers would never have got 
them. In some of the cemeteries there are 
go many rabbit holes that the city author- 
ities have had to take measures to get rid 
of the liltle animals. We'd save them that 
trouble if they'd give us a free hand. Some 
people don't like the idea of eating ceme- 
tery rabbits, but pshaw—what's the differ- 
ence when they're made into a savory 
stew? Besides who knows what a rabbit 
eats anyway? 


"I'll tell you another thing yon will 


wonder at. I've shot ducks in Paris— 
wild ducks—on winter nights, just as tbe 
day was breaking. When a pinch of bitter 
weather comes on, they're driven up the 
Seine as far ns the city, but aro frightened 
away by the people in the daytime. And 
gulls come up the river, too, flocks of 
them, hut it's queer they never go farther 
than the bridge at the Place de la Con- 
corde, and I hnte always thought it was 
because they were afraid of the owls in 
the ruins of fho Conr ties Comptes. There 
are plenty of owls there all through the 
year, and starlings and falcons, and also 
out near the abattoirs. And there are owls 
in some of the old, uninhabited hotels in 
the Faubourg St. Germain. There is one 
that I r^e tried to catch ninny a time 
that is sole tenant of an abandoned estate, 
20 Hue de Verneuil. That owl has been 
there for years, and its cries haunt the 
neighborhood, so that children are terri- 
fied and old women make signs of the cross 
as they hear them." 


After this Matterhorn went on -t6 talk 


about the green lizards which abound in 
Paris and tho glowworms to be found at 
Montsouris park and the Buttes-Chau- 
mont, and he told bow he hunts toads for 
scientific men and occasionally hunts rats 
for sport; but he does not think much of 
rat hunting. Taking it all in all, the bat 
is his favorite quarry, and he said the 
writer must come with him out to the 
aqueduct soine night after the first frost 
ond watch him fill his box. 


"Perhaps we'll como across a white 


bat," he said. "I haven't found one in 
four or five years, but they're there. Cun- 
ning fellows they are—the white bats. At 
the first glimmer of light they start up, 
and f-r-r-t—they ara gone. There is some- 
thing uncanny about a white bat." 


Matterhorn remarked that he hoped to 


be able to start a restaurant in a few years 
which he proposed to call'' The Fried Bat." 
—New York Sun-

MUSHROOM RAISING. ^2(1 


How the InduBlry Originated In Franc*, | 


Its Present Extent. 
I 


It was noticed when Milan beds were 


firs made in France tlint quantities of 
mushrooms grew on the fresh earth 
mounds. They proved to be so profitable 
that investigations were made to ascer- 
tain whether a regular crop might not 
be obtained. They have succeeded very 
well, and the mushroom industry is to- 
day quite a profitable one, and the oon- 
Buinpt.iou of mushrooms in France is 
something enormous. 


The beds are made as follows: A dry, 


clean place is selected. One near the 
month of a cave is preferred, as the 
mushrooms are whiter when the sun- 
light does not reach them. The spot is 
covered with manure and then left nn- 
'disturbed for a few days. The bed is 
then worked over and pressed and beat- 
en down into shape. This is allowed to 
remain about a week, at the end of 
•which time the process is repeated and 
the beds watered. At the end of anoth- 
er week the first turning must be re- 
peated and the mass allowed to rest for" 
three days. 


The temperature is carefully watched, 


and the first heat of fermentation is al- 
lowed to pass off before the spawn is 
sown. After this has been planted the 
beds are covered thinly with a prepared 
earth called goptage. It is kept quite 
moist for 40 days, at the end of which 
time the mushrooms begin to come np. 


A continuous crop for three months 


may b& expected, if the beds receive the 
proper care. 
The seed, or blanc, is ob- 


tained by the market gardeners. It ia 
made into bricks or cakes, which will 
be good at the end of two or three years, 
if kept in a dry, airy place.

How to Preserve Fnra. 


There are various ways of preserving 


furs against moths. At one establish' 
merit it was said that tbey had found 
the best means to bo coiistant attention. 
The furs were carefully inspected and 
then put away, not in chests with pre- 
eervatives for the summer, but in light, 
dry closets, and at frequent intervals 
until they were again, required for usa 
they were carefully inspected. 
They 


were returned in the fall in as perfect 
condition as when they were received, 
and. without any of the odors often no- 
ticeable about furs when first t^kcn out 
of storage. 


Bow to Launder Organdie and Swln. 
After washing and drying the clothes 


make about a quart of thin raw starch 
by dissolving a tablespoonful of dry 
starch in a quart of water. Dissolve a 
little soap in the mixture by rinsing a 
small bar of white soap in it until it is 
soapy. Test the starch by wetting a lit- 
tle of the cloth in it aud ironing it while 
it is still wet. If the cloth is not stiff 
euongh, use more dry starch in mixing 
it. 


Wring out the article in the raw 


starch, and after thoroughly clapping it 
lay it in a sheet and roll it up firmly. 
In an hour iron it out on the wrong side. 
If the lawn is dark colortd, it must be 
starched with glue. Dissolve a table- 
spoonful of common glue in a quart oi 
boiling water, and when the lumps aro 
gone stir it into a two gallon pailful of 
•warm water. Starch the goods in the 
mixture, after testing it to obtain ex- 
actly tha proper consistency for the goods 
vrhen done up. 
Dry the article starch- 


ed iu glue starch and sprinkle it and 
roll it 


Iron it carefully on the wrong side. It 


is a great mistake, even in the present 
time of the revival of starch, to make 
dresses or petticoats too stiff. They 
should bo stiffened to the consistency ot 
new cloth. Petticoats may be a trifla 
stiffer, but they should not be stifl 
enough to rattle.

When 


Death 
Relaxed the Grip 


Young Davis Was Ex- 


hausted. 


The drowning accident In which "Ed- 


die" Davis, 18, recent'y of Blackintou lost 
hia life is said by a Manchester, N. H., 
paper to be one ID which "George Beau- 
mier went down to an unfortunate end, 
and Edwin A. Davis to an heroic death. 
Davis died in a brave and persistent at- 
tempt to rescue the other boy." 
Young 


Davis was well known 
in 
Blaekinton 


and moved with his family to New Hanip- 
shire only last winter. His targic death is 
lamented in this section. 
The New 


Hampshire paper says: 


"The scene of tne accident was a swim- 


ming hole some distance above the bobbin 
factory, and only a little way below 
Groux's island and were aaid to be 
strangers to each other. Davis was stand- 
ing on the shore, preparing to dress, whtn 
Beaumier, who was out in the middle of 
the river, said, 'My God,' or something 
that hart that sound, and appeared very 
evidently to have been attacked with a 
cramp." 


"Davis heard the cry and went into the 


water again 
like a flash. Before the 


others knew that anything had occured 
he was half way out towards the young 
boy and had soon reached his side. Un- 
fortunately Davis did not realize how 
frantic are the struggles of a dying man, 
Beaumier immediately clutched Davis 
with both hands around the throat and 
with so strong a grasp that the marks re- 
mained there plain after death. Davis 
was unable to relax this grasp and both 
men went down out of sight several times, 
Beaumier besides being the younger was 
the more exhausted and finally sunk for 
the last time, while Davis shook off his 
clutch and feebly started for the shore. 
Had help been at hand he could have been 
easily drawn in, but no one was there to 
offer assistance at this moment. Those 
who were present vrere either too small 
or too frightened to be of the least use, 
so Davis gave a gasp and went down to 
his watery grave five feet from shore, so 
close to the shore that his body was finally 
reached with an oar. The body was warm 
when it was taken up, and some declared 
that he breathed afterwards, but all el- 
forts at restoring life were in vain. Doc- 
tors, policemen and bystanders worker! 
over him as hard as possible, but without 
avail." 


The funeral was largely attended and 


the floral tributes were unusually numer- 
ous.

The present baseball muddle is attract- 


ing so much interest that it seems as if all 
stories of the affair will bo given a hear- 
ing. Up till the present no representative 
or friend of Al, W, Lawson has spoken or 
been given room to speak for the public. 
Jack Dooley, to whom Mr. Lawson has 
transferred whatever interest he believes 
himself possessed in Lawsonian field and 
the equipment of the baseball team tells a 
story to a TRANSCRIPT 
representative 


which is in substance as follows: 


Lawson has not made any money out of 


the ball team, nor has he left town per- 
manently, neither is he much in debt. He 
has worked hard for months to establish 
a ball team on a paying basis and now is 
to be cut out by men who have done little 
for the sport and hope to fall into pos- 
session of all Lawson has accomplished, 
without paying a penny for it. 


What did Lawson get out of the busi- 


ness? He was able to sell only 63 season 
tickets at $10 each, aud some of them 
were not paid for. The proprietor of the 
Howland gave him 4150 to help pay for 
ground improvements and he got if 100 or 
so lor the advertising privilege on the 
fence. That was practically all he got 
from the business men, who now lay claim 
to it all, and he got what more was neces- 
sary to keep him afloat from his friends. 
In services and other ways about feOO of 
mine was put into the place. As to what 
the thing cost him a few items will show. 
I have here a receipt for the building of 
the grand stand by Pecor, which cost $110. 
Haskins' charged f 100 for the poles of the 
fence and the placing of them. The fence 
cost every cent of the $150 that Donahue 
contributed and the grading cost over |100. 
The uniforms 
cost "over 
$100, 
then 


was hea;y expense for printing and a 
ticket seller and taker had to be main. 
tained at the grounds. It cost $25 a month 
for a watchman and care-taker of the 
grounds and there was no end of paying 
for balls, bats and any number of extras. 


It will be remembered how poor the 


weather was when Lawson opened his 
games. The attendance was small and 
there were no gate receipts to make any- 
body rich. The heavy salaries of the 
men were going on and incidental ex- 
penses had to be met. Just what was 
paid for salaries is shown from the salary 
list of the men as it stood recently. Soharf 
got $70 a month, Summers, f 70, O'Brien 
$90, Eaidy $60, Drew $90, Sullivan $50 and 
McCann $100. This pulled heavily on the 
gate receipts and didn't leave much, you 
may be sure, for Lawson to skip with. It 
is a fact that had it rained on Decoration 
day the North Adams team would have 
disbanded for want of money to carry 
the thing through, but there was a little 
tack with Lawson then. 


Yes, sir, the men were paid their sal- 


aries up till July, and I'll show you re- 
ceipts for the money if you want to see 
them. I don't believe the fctory that some 
of the men had no money to buy their 
breakfast 
Wednesday morning. How 


could that be when they got paid their 
big salaries a day or so before. You can't 
say that Lawson is to blame for McCann 
leaving an unpaid board bill and some of 
the others having to live on charity if 
Lawson gave them their money up to 
date. What became of the money? 


Lawson didn't intend to skip. You ask 


Curran, manager of the Kenfrews, Appel 
of Dalton or McLaughhn of Pittsfleld if 
what I say isn't true. After making an 
agreement with the players on Tuesday, 
which I will tell you about, Lawson 
started Wednesday morning for Pittsfleld 
to arrange for the county league he had 
planned. 
He believed the league to be 


the only thing that would put life in the 
sport. I went with him. We met Curran 
at Adams and when we got to Cheshire, 
Lawson telegraphed to Appel to be at the 
Plttsfield house sure at 9 o'clock. When 
we got to Pittsfleld, Lawson telephoned to 
Appel to be sure of him, and when Appel 
arrived McLaugh in had not come. 
We 


waited for McLaughlin a whils and then 
started out to hunt him up. When we 
found MeLaughlin he said he had changed 
his mind about entering a league and this 
disturbed ijawson. 
Lawson and 
Mc- 


Laughliu 
argued for a while 
and we 


left without accomplishing anything. 


This discouraged Lawson. He went off 


by 
himself to 
think 
matters over 


and the rest of us went playing pool 
About that time the forenoon train from 
North Adams came in and Lawson was 
told of the rumors that were current in 
North Adams, of how it was said he 
skipped out with a female companion 
how local men were preparing to take 
hold 
of 
his 
grounds 
and 
team 


and how it 
was said 
he 
hac 


"skinned" 
his 
men. That 
was 


all Lawson could stand and he threw 
everything up. I had a claim of $278 
against him and he turned over his lease 
and all his interest and papers to satisfy 
my claim, telling me to go ahead and run 
the team and that he would be back in 
two weeks to help things out if he could. 
The reason why my claim was down 
to 
$273 was 
because 
Lawson 
was 


man enough to pay me a little now 
and again, as he could. He paid every- 
body and does not owe more than $125 
which he never intended not to pay. He 
had as much intention of coming back to 
North Adams from Pittsfield aa he ever 
had of returning to this city. 


I'll push my claim, of course I will. If 


this lease is broken, C. A. Howlanc 
was 
the 
first 
man 
to 
break 


it 
and 
so 
there 
is 
no 


surrender of improvements to Mr. How- 
land. I have engaged Mark E. Couch to 
look after my interests and my lawyer 
says I have a clear case. These fellows 
who want to take possession of Lawson's 
little property and the sentiment in favor 
of baseball that he has created by hare 
work since last November against the 
abuse of croakers and jealous individuals 
these fellows who are doing their best to 
ruin baseball here,will find me with them. 
It's a rotten game. 


I'll tell you about that deal Lawson 


made with the players. It was made 


Tuesday at tho Mansion over a few bot- 
les of lager when there was no cry for 
breakfasts. 
Lawson said to the boys: 


Boys I can't carry this thing any longer. 


I'll tell you what I'll do. I'll go on 
managing this thing as usual and will run 
t on shares. I£ you don't want to trust 
me on the divide elect two men from your 


wu number to take care of the finances 
and see shat things are done on the 
square." The men asked Lawson about 
;he few days salary due from the first of 
;he month and Lawson said they could 
bake that out of his share as fast as it came 
n. "But" said the players, "there may 
not be enough to pay our board." "I'll 


uarantee your board," Lawson replied, 


and the meeting ended in the best of feei- 
ng. 


Lawson thought he was beginning to 


see daylight and started for Pittsfield 
,he next morning determined to push the 
sport to success.
